STRONG COMMENTS BY A LORD 
JUSTICE 


A BAD EXAMPLE 

“I rogret to say that this appeal 
must be dismissed, and I regret ‘to 
say it because this seems to me to 
be a very bad example of the sort 
of thing that has been going on in 
the City of London during the last 
three or four years in connection 
with underwriting.” 

Lord Justice Scrutton: with these 
words recently announced the deci- 
sion of himself and Lords Justices 
Greer and Slesser in the Court of. 
Appeal in the appeal by North Bri- 
tlsh Artificial Silk, Ltd., of Broad 
Street Place, E.C., from the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Rowlatt dis- 
missing their claim for £19,425 
against Tokenhouse Securities Cor- 
poration, Ltd. 

The claim was for alleged breach 
of, an agreement to procure satis- 
factory sub-underwriting contracts. 

“A Very Bad’ Case” 

Lord Justice Scrutton, dismissing 
the appeal, suid:— 

Where there has been a new com- 
pany to be formed during the boom 
that has come to an end, it has been 
a.case of “Where the carcase is, 
there the birds of prey will be 
guthered together,” and, either as 
promoters or underwriters or sub- 
underwriters, they have been mak 
ing, as much as they could from ‘he 
new company at a time when it had 
very insufficient protection from its 
directors, This seems to me to be a 
very bad case. of robbing the com- 
pany. 

Lord Justice Scrutton sald that 
when North ‘British Artificial Silk, 
Ltd., was being promoted, it waa 
expected that the public, following 
their course’ of speculative gambl- 
ing, would rush in to take the 
shares, but they were underwritten 
by Tokenhouse’ Securities, and the 
case turned on the agreement made 
with them. 

They weré to have 5 per cent. for 
underwriting, ‘and the sub-under- 
writers were to have 4 per.cent. out 
of that, leaving 1 per cent. for 
Tokenhouse Securities, Ltd., at.a 
time ‘when the public were rushing 
in to subscribe in any company, 


[however ridiculous, 


“At that time underwriting and 
sub-underwriting was a very soft 
job,” he added, ‘and promoters, 
underwriters, and sub-underwritera 
were, wetting a good deal of the 


i money subscribed by ithe public for 


no particular services.’ 
£55,000 Liability 


Of the gub-underwriting applica- 
‘tions for 845,000 proferred ordinary 
shares of £1 each, those relating to 
155,000 applications were ridiculous, 
and if any Inquiry had teen made 
by Tokenhouse Securities they would 
have found that they were ridicul- 
ous. ; 

“One was an application,” sald 
Lord Justice Scrutton, “for 55,000 
shares involving a lability for 
£56,000 by a man who had a county 
court judgment against him, for 
£13. They put forward five other 
applications: which were 
ridiculous,” ’* ihe ge ek 

He added that Tokenhouse 
Securities Corporation recognised 
that it was a ridiculous perform. 
ance of their contract to put forward 
applications such as these by declin- 
ing to claim the commission of 1 per 
cent. for themselves and 4 per cent. 
by the sub-underwritera in respect 
of these 165,000 shares. 

The shareholders of the- company. 
in view of the agréement with 
Tokenhouse Securitfes, had grave 
reason to complain of the directors 
who considered these underwriting 
applications,

The complaint can be ‘inierateod: 
No man tikes to see his authority 
undermined and his power ‘passing 
into other hands. {t must not be 
‘overlooked, however, that the prin- 
cipal eet ‘Apcountants are playing 
is that of the doctor called in to 
prescribe forthe business crippled 
by too, much enterprise and 
initiative. : , 

The super-optimist is apt in his 
enthusiasm to overlook the cold 
facts which figures 
sented provide for his guidance: 
The conservatism of the accountant 
is the proper antidote to such over- 
optimism. 

It would; indeed, be of consider- 
able advantage [f his advice and 
guidance were asked for and ac- 
cepted at an earlier stage than is 
now deemed necessary. Were every 
audit to be a thorough examination 
of methods rather than a mere cer- 
tification of certain sets of figures 
many financial disasters might be 
saved. 

No accountant’ would be foolish 
enough to claim omniselence in re- 
gard to any business.. His actual 
responsibility begina and ends; with 
telling the story of the business with 
which he is dealing in figures and 
making clear to those concerned all 
the impligat! ns contained in the 
figures. 

Tt ts “srnanlnbie: however, what 
an Immense ‘amount of ».technical 
knowledge Is to be found within the 
profession. Comparisons ‘not’ only 
of accountancy methods but of ad- 
ministration and management come 
under their notice which though 
confidential in detail have very de- 
finite general application. : 

It is, in the Observer's opinion, a 
matter for congratulation that this 
expert body is more and’ more being’ 
taken into consultation in the con- 
duct of Jarge and Important ‘cém- 
panies.

IMPORTANCE TO CHINESE COMMUNITY 


The following is a continuation of the report on the Tung Wah 
Hospital for the year 1929 ‘submitted to the Officer Administering 
the Government by Mr. M. K. Lo, Chairman of Directors In 1929:— 


(ce) Maternity Department 

. Dr. M. Wong pointed out to us 
early in the year that In order to 
enable the student-nurses to 
qualify for midwifery certificates, 
they must go through one year’s 
training in the maternity ward as 
part of their prescribed course of 
study. The problem, however, of. 
providing them with reasonable 
accommodation appeared very diff- 
cult, and: this difficulty was ac- 
centuated by the .pressure of ur- 
gency. 

After a great deal of inspection 
of the premises, we found that 
the only possible solution lay in 
the addition of two storeys to ao 
room in front of the maternity 
wards, This ro as used as 
residential quartets: Mor the ate- 
ward, Mr. Lau Kul-tong, who has 
filled the post of steward of the 
Hospital since 1911. Architects 
were consulted, and when the 
scheme was found to be practic- 
able, the work was quickly put in 
hand, with the result that within 
a few months two new airy and 


‘well-ventilated rooms were placed 


at the disposal of tha matron for 
the accommodation of the nurses, 
each room being capable of ac. 
commodating five nurses. ‘ 

Owing to the fact that the 
Hospitat’s space was taxed to its 
utmost capacity, any substantial 
increase in the accommodation of 
the maternity ward itself, desir- 
able and necessary ‘though {t was, 
was impossible. ‘But we felt that 
if Mr. Lau Kuil-tong ‘were to give 
up hia room, it could accommodate 
another six -maternity patients, 
Moreover, his would enable us to 
set aside a whole building of three 
floors exclusively for maternity 
purposes. We therefore put the 
situation before Mr. Lau Kui-tong, 
who most unselfishly and volun- 
tarily gave up his room. I should 
like to record our appreciation of 
Mr. Lau's self-denying action: he 
has the satisfaction of knowing 
that although he himself has to 
occupy a less, comfortable room, 
the maternity accommodation has 
been increased, and the adminis- 
trative work in connection with 
the obstetrics department has been 
rendered all the easter. . 

In this Departmenit, the doctors 
have made it a point that, before 
she leaves the Hospital, each 
mother is taught how to -wash her 
baby and other elementary know- 
ledge in the care of babies, In the 
hope that in time to come such 
knowledge may be mure widely 
disseminated.

Ori- 
ginally established with the-inten- 
tion of keeping in touch with the 
mothers and babies delivered ‘in 
this Hospital, this Clinic has be- 
come a centre to which all baby 
complaints are brought ‘for ‘con- 
sulfation. 

Commencing with the modest at- 
tendance of three fn April, the 
figures rose to 88 in May, and 112 
in June, until) by December 81, 
1929, they reached the impvsing 
figure of 1,704. These . figures 
show clearly that the Clinic bas 
filled a long felt want.

ITALIAN SHIPPING 


’| Increasing “Expenditure: 


Owners’ Experience 


An interesting roport on Italian 
Adriatic shipping during last year has 
been issued by Signor Fries, 
the president of the Fascist 
Federation of the Shipowners 
of West Adriatic: (Federazions Pascista 
degli Armatori dell’Adriatico Occiden- 
tale. 
matters such as surplus tonnage, the 
troight markets, and a recital of the 
subventions given to the shipping of the 
world, Signor Fries points out that 
during the last working year 96 of the 
122 Italian steamship companies have 
not declared a dividend. 

Expenditure hi m increased for 
the clasalficatioh od. the ships in the 
Italian Register, . the improvement of 


wiroless equipment, seaman’s insurance 
and for wages. In the last pre-war for 
each ship of 6,000 tons about 40 scamen 
were ‘required and an expenditure on 
wages of about 08,000 Hire; now the 
wages for a similar ship ore estimated 
at about 195,000 gold lire per annum 
$n addition, if the requests of seamen 
at present under consideration aro 
granted, the expanditure for o ship of 
5,000 tins will be increased by about 
40,000 paper lire por year. 

The Federation represents 563 ships 
of 162,637 grossstons, The tonnage 
used in the subventioned rervices totals 
45,845 tons, cargo vessels 98,104, and 
sailing vessels 12,764, excluding those 
with auxiliary motors, which amount to 
4,684 tons. The most important stearn 
ship company of the federation ia tho 
Societa Veneziana di Navigazione a 
Vapora, which owns at present 13 ships 
of an avornge of 9,000 tons deadweight 
each, and has four under construction 
of a total af 152,000 tons, The most 
important ‘service of this company is 
that between Italy and British India. 
Among the other .companics there pre 
the Soeleta San Marco with five fast 
motorships of an aggregate of 16,620 
tons, Socleta Anonima Impreso Navali 
with four tankers of an aggregate of 
15,374 gross tons, the Sociota Anonima 
Industrie Marittime of Ancona with 
five ships, and the Societa di Naviga+ 
zione Puglia, of Bari, owning ten steam- 
ers and four motorships with an aggre- 
gate of 28,600 gross tons. . 

‘+ Port Traffic in 1929. 

With the latest figures published by 
the: Central Office of Italian Statistics: 
I have beon able: td*¢alculate the total 
traffle gooda in“ Ktyliqn .ports during 
last year, although’ tho: bficial figures 
will not-be fssted for s ne time yet. 
The goods landed and londed at Itatian 
ports, .in Italian ‘and foreign ahips, 
totalled 86,771,817 tons last year, as 
against 95,461,701 tons in the previous 
year. There was s considerable in- 
crease. In. the coastwise and in tho 
Mediterrariean traffic (including Black 


Sea) but a decronge in the trade to | 


certain overseas countries. The goods 
transported inthe constwise traffic last 
year totalled 10,512,004 tons in Ttalfan 
ships and 240,431 tons in foreign. In 
traffic in the Mediterranean. Sea (cx- 
cluding the Black Sea), Italian ships 
transported 3,348,086 fons last year 
(against 2,769,156 tons in the previous 
year), and foreign ships 527,928 tons 
(against' 729,243 tons), ‘To the Black 
Sea‘the quantity transported Inst year 
was 1,735,400. tons in Itilian ships and 
501,380 tons in foreign, A larger quan- 
tity of goods in the traffic between 
Itelian ports and Northern European 
countries (including Great Britain) 
was transported in forcign ships than 
in. Italian vessels, 8,796,165 tons against 
6,886,878 tons, but between Italian 
ports and. West Africa, Italian ships 
transported 245,191 tons, and foreign

As the dried egg-white 
flakes off it carries with it the sur- 
‘plus dust and oll, and leaves the 
hair, clean, fluffy, and what is most 
important, the waterwave, or marcel 
comes forth intact from the sham- 
poo. 

“I keep the ends of my hair safe: 
iy waved, by. wetting them a bit and 
pinning them {n flat curls with hair- 
pins until: dry. If the ends 
of the hair are kept curled and in 
place half the battle for hair beauty 
is won. When my hair was long, I 
rolled it into a very flat knot at the 
back of my neck, so that it did not 
blur the Imes of the head or acs 
fere with my hats.”

These short waves are very sus- 
ceptible ta climatic iniluences, for.a 
atation that comeg in at loud speak- 
er strength on one night may be 
inaudible the noxt.: Their greatest 
disadvantage is what {3s known ag 
fading. Tading is generally of two 
kinds, slow speed and high speed 
fading. In the former ‘the’ signal 
strength waxes and wanes compara- 
tively slowly, each period extending 
over perhaps several minutes, while 
in high speed fading the waxing 
and waning takes only a second or 
two and maybe so rapid aa to 
render the speech unintelligible. 
Fading is considered to be due to 
the waves travelling by two or more 
paths from the transmitter and on 
arrival at the receiver mixing: In 
such a manner as to produce a 
periodical rise and fall in the signal 
strength, Several methods have 
been tried and suggested © to 
minimise fading, but none of them 
are suitable for the general listener.

American Tourists ‘in

There is then a reduction of 
nearly four-fifths on the business 
previously done by ‘the Chinese 
merchants of Peking, thanks to the 
new administration and the Kuo- 
mintany of Chinli.

The services of the X-Ray ap- 
raratus are of course entirely free 
to those In-Patients of the. Hos- 
pital who require it. A small 
charge is ‘made ‘against those 
members of the public who desire 
to avail themselves of. the X-Ray 
facilities In the Tang Wah. The 
amount thus obtained up to the 
end of the year, less- cost of film 
comes to 
the gratifying figure of a little 
over $1,200. The directors have | 
placed this credit balance to a 
specially opened account in the 
hope that, in the years to come, 
the fund standing to tho credit of 
this account will be sufficient to 
buy some Radium which is so 
badly ‘needed by the Hospital, to 
keep the X-Ray apparatus In good 
order and condition, as well as to 
purchase othor electro-therapeutic 
instruments. : 

{j) Public ‘Health Centre 

My work at the Tung Wah, and 
on the Sanitary Board; has en- 
abled me to form a clear appre- 
ciation of the soundness of the 
modern conception of medical 
science, namely, that the essence 
of health les more in prevention 
than cure: that the diffusion of 
popular knowledge of health. is 
even more important than medical 
service, | With the full ‘concur- 
rence and support of my col- 
leagues, I discussed with Dr. 
Phoon Seck-wah the question of 
utilising the Tung Wuh fue the 
purpose of establishing a public 
health centre. The idea was that, 
on regular days in the week, 
popular lectures on health in-the 
Chinese language, with interest- 
ing lantern-slide —_ illustrations, 
should be given by the resident 
rdoctors and outside, helpers.’ A 
acheme-is being formulated by Dr. 
Phoon Seck-wah, and I very much 
hope that, a beginning in this 
work willbe made by our succes- 
sors before long.

Dr. M, Wong, in a short report

GOLFERS’ DESIRE TO 
_KEEP THE LAW 


RECENT DECISIONS BY RULES OF 
. GOLF COMMITTEE 


QUEER PROBLEMS 


There ia a lot of law and order 
in the tolerant world of golf. Even 
the “late” Walter Hagen has been 
punished at last for tardy arrival 
on the tee. \ 

Still, I’ must admit that we 
golfers aye rather good, superficial- 
ly, at disguising our love of law 
and order. A stranger to the game 
might almost be forgiven for 
auspecting us of  lawlesaneas, 
roguery, and desire to cheat, after 
he had run his startled ayes over 4 
list of the “knotty points” submit- 
ted by clubs for the verdict of the 
Rules of Golf Committee at St. An- 
drews. He would be wrong, of 
course. This multiplicity of 
problems, horrible though it may 
seem to the outsider, merely proves 
the honest golfer’s intense desire 
to keep within the law. 

This splendid manifestation can 
be studied at great length in book 
form. Before me lies a fascinating 
volume, sent for the good of my 
soul from St. Andrews, -It is en- 
titled “Decisions by ‘the Rules of. 
Golf Committee, 1009-1928.” ‘“Irre- 
verent scoffers might call It golf’s 
“Newgate Calendar.” I prefer to 
a it as a monument set up to’ 
ruth, a3 evidence of our love for 
the straight and narrow way, ateer- 
ed through a complicated code of 
rules, 

Seekers After Light 

! Phe book advertises in some 400 
decisions our wish to be good, even 
in Chicago. Hard things have been 
said about Chicago, but at least the 
golfers in that city’ are seckers 
after a certain amount of light. 
Our volume reveals that the City of. 
Chicago Police Golf Club sought | 
ithe help of Scotland—not the 
“Yard,” but St. Andrews—on the 
| following point:— 

“A statement has been made, 
‘that a match tournament game of 
igolf mvst be played: even though 
‘the day is so dark the golf ball can- 
fot be seen, and it is pouring rain, 
and that these conditions are in 
accordance with rules governing 
golf matches.’ Is this correct?” 

St. Andrews sent out the eminent- 
ly soothing and sensible reply that 
the, Rules Committee “considera 
that the committee in charge of a 
‘golf tournament has.power to de- 
cide whether the course is in a 
playable condition, and also whe- 
-ther there is sufficient light to play 
the game.” 80 this police problem 
| was left no longer enshrouded in 
: darkness without a chie. 

No Wavering 

The committee would have none 
of this infraction of the rule bar- 
ring a golfer from playing on, or 
on to any putting green before 
starting 2 competition round, They 
replied: . “The competitor's action 
is plainly contrary to the spirit of 
Stroke Rule 4 (2), ‘and the Rules 
of Golf Committee recommends that 
the compotitor be disqualified.” 

The authorities hold sternly to 
the law—no wavering even for 
motives of gallantry. Stroke 
Rule 4 (2) doomed both parties in- 
volved in the following question :— 
, ‘Ina mixed foursome competition 
a gentleman failed to find » part- 
ner at the first ballot, played 
several holes, and returned lator. 
He then found a partner in a Bub- 
sequent ballot. The lady was not 
aware that the gentleman had al- 
ready been playing. Both were, al- 
lowed to start as competitors. - Are 
the couple disqualified, or the 
gentleman only?” : 

No quality of gentility sufficed. 
committee decreed: “The 
gentleman infringed Stroke Rule 4 
(2), and is disqualified. The score 
made by him and hfs partner can- 
not be accepted.” . ‘ : 
- Still, the St. Andreans can bo 
merciful. Their. book records that 
they. declined to disqualify A, 2 
stroke competitor, “as -B, who 
marked his card, had not paid his 
subseription.” I am glad about 
this, because many-of us must be

WAGES DISPUTE | 


Bad Position of the 
Woollen ‘Trade

Setting out the reasons for his 
recommendations, Lord Macmillan 
says that during the past five years 
the financial position of the Industry 
has become progressivaly worse and 
if manufacturers are to retain their 
share of the world’s business, they 
can of themselves do only one thing, 
namely, reduce costa and no reduce 
the price which they can quote in 
competitive markets.

Growth of Intelligent 
Detective Stories. 


[The Famous Cases of Dr. 
Thorndyke,” by R. Austin 
Freeman; Hodder & Stough- 
ton, 7/6d.) 

Everybody likes a detective story. 
Sir Oliver Lodge, in his more 
scientific days, declared that he 
resd them as a relaxation on leav- 
ing the laboratory. Edgar Allan 
Poe, the writer of macabre and 
tragic prose, wrote a story concern- 
ing the exploits of a brilliant de- 
tective, M. Dupont, which many 
consider to be his finest piece of 
fiction, It was really Poe who 
founded the school of criminal de- 
tection by means of logical deduc- 
tion, and a host of writers, many 
of whom were Frenchmen, adopted 
his methods. Not until Sir A. 
Conan’ Doyle created the. ‘im- 
mortal character of Sherlock 
Holmes, however, did the detective 
story evoke a wave of enthusiasm 
'y Great Britain. Sir Arthur's 
storieg set up a standard which 
writers have followed to the pre- 
sent day, some of which are good 
and others scarcely worth the 
paper on which they are printed. 

.When the weekly and monthly 
mngazine became the vehicle 
through which the masses could be- 


come acquainted with contemporary |. 
fiction without the trouble of sit-|' 


‘ting down to a full-length novel, 
the demand for crime stories be- 
came almost inordinate, and there 
was a time when romantic authors 
began anxiously to wonder. if they 
would eventually oust the fove 
tale. But an ingenious author 
welded the two together, and this, 
although it appealed to two types 
of renders at once, paved the way 
for the degeneration of detective 
fiction, .
